our Poſtes,cauſe publique knowledge to be giuen hereof vnto all Werchants,both Strangers and o- 
thers ofour Citie of London, and all others whom it may 02 ought toconcerne, that neither thep noz 
any foz themdoe hereafter take vpon them, openly oz vnderhand to employ any ſuch diſauowed perſon 
in the caryingofthetr Letters,but to vſe ſuch onely as ſhall be found lawfully appoynted fd; that ſer- 
uice, To whicheffect alſo we doexpzeſſely wil andcommandby theſe pzeſents,all Waiozs,Sheriffes, 
Juftices of Peace, Bailiffes, and allſpecial Commiſſioners, andmoze ſpecially allSearchers, Cuſto- 
mers and Comptrollers ofour Poztes,and all other our Officers and Winiſters whereſoeuer intheir 
ſeuerall juriſdictions and offices,tomake diligent ſearch ofall Pales,Bougets, andother Cariages 
of allſuchdiſauowed Curriers, Weflengers , o2 ſuſpected perſons comming in oz going out of the 
with Packettes 02 Letters, and allſuch ſo difcoriered,to appzehend and ftap,keeping them in 
ſafe cuſtodie, vntill by the viewe of their wzitings ſent vp toour pziuie Counſaile, it be ſeene and ad- 
uiſed what ſhall be furtherdone with them.
